Tax Amendment Struggle 


The possibility that the Manchester

Dur- 
ing the recent session of the New 
Hampshire Constitutional Convention, 
an effort was made to secure a wide 
open Income tax amendment to the 
state constitution. The leadership in 


favor of It-wag taken by Rep. R. B. 
Stevens, who is now the prospective 
Democratic nominee for 
governor, 


Major Knox and his publications were 
most energetic in opposing the amend- 
ment. 


After the rejection of the. amend- 


ment by a large popular majority. 
Major Knox went to the Legislature 
with a program of tax reform which, 
he claimed, could be effected without 
constitutional amendment. The ways 
and means committee, of Which Rep- 
resentative Stevens was chairman, 
turned down the Knox program, In 
which the entire abolition of the state 
tax was an important feature, and 
adopted instead of it the state Income 
tax which becomes effective in 1924. 


This outcome was so unsatisfactory 


to farming interests and others who 
had hoped to see a genuine reduction 
of the tax burden and a reorganiza- 
tion of state treasury .finances, that 
from the closing days of the Legisla- 
ture there has been a strong agita- 
tion In favor of making a new fight 
for tax reform, under capable leader- 
ship at the next election. That Major 
Knox would be the logical leader for 
the Republicans against the candidacy 
of Mr. Stevens has been apparent for 
some time.

Major Knox has never sought public 


office as a candidate in New Hampshire 
before. .Manchester voters have elected 
him a delegate to Republican con- 
ventions and in 1920 he was elected 
delegate-at-large to the National Con- 
vention, receiving the largest vote at 
the presidential primary of any of the 
nine candidates for delegate-at-large.

The railroads have placed 
every facility at the disposal of the 
Red Cross for this humane service 
which is taking to the people sim- 
ple and practical lessons in saving 
human life. . The : Baltimore and 
Ohio, system, is co-operating in the 
present instruction tour by ar- 
ranging for the-entire- schedule to 
cover the company's own lines. 
The work of this car is Influencing 
enrollment of many hundreds of 
workers in the Reel Cross, whose 
annual campaign or Roll Call i3 
taking place throughout- the world 
from November 11 to November 25.

Avon, in England, recalls to Americans 
tno story 'of one of the roost remark- 
able women this country hag pro- 
duced. Mrs. Martin was not only the 
first woman candidate for the Presi- 
dency of the United States, but was a 
pioneer in many activities. 


In 1869. New York was treated to a 


sensation. 
Two young and beautiful 


women opened an office in Wall street, 
under the firm name 
of Woodhull. 


Clatlin & Co., bankers and brokers. 
In those days of women legislators, en- 
gineers and lawyers it is difficult 
to 


realize how startling su<-h an event was 
in the late 60's. New York was horri- 
fied—but 
interested—and the 
two 


women established a successful busi- 
ness. 
These women were Mrs. Martin- 


then Mrs. Woodhull—and her sister, 
Tennessee Claflin. Mrs. Martin, who 
was born in 183S, had been married to 
a physician named "VVoodhull. 
When 


she was forced to seek support for her- 
self and her children sue found that 
there was practically no opportunity 
for a woman in any profession or busi- 
ness. This, however, did not terrify 
her, and with her sister as a partner, 
she plunged into Wall Street. It has 
been said that one of her motives was 
to show that women could succeed in 
finance as well as men. 


The following year she established a 


paper, called Woodhull and 
Claflin's 


Weekly. In an editorial 
statement 


published In the first issue Mrfl. Mar- 
tin outlined a policy which was, in part 
at least, the policy of her whole life. 
She said: 


"What we ask is equality every- 


where We plead no weakness on the 
ground of sex. We demand the prac- 
tice of equality on the grounds Of in- 
dividuality, and sovereignty, and re- 
quire that this standard shaH rule in 
church, state and society in all their 
phases." 


The paper was as great a success as 


the banking- business and soon secured 
what was then the large circulation of 
50,000 copies. 
It made a specialty of 


.exposing the financial scandals of the 
day. and was one of the first to de- 
nounce the celebrated Credit Mobilier. 
All this was very startling in the New- 
York of 1870, but more exciting things 
were to come. 


In December of that year.-a memorial 


by Mrs. Martin was introduced in 
Congress. In this memrolal Mrs. 
Martin claimed that under the'l-ith and 
15th amendments to the Constitution 
women had a right to vote. Next year 
she appeared before the judiciary com- 
mittee to which the memorial had been
